political. 
The committee of the un­ 
employed Is only a revolutionary or­ 
ganization, like last fall’s committee 
of workmen in disguise. 
The bakers of St. Petersburg and 
adjoining towns have struck and only 
the black bread eaten by the poor is 
being sold. 
The 
streets are 
filled 
with crowds of workmen. 
A correspondent 
of the Associated 
Press was stopped in one of the subur­ 
ban towns by a workman who demand­ 
ed money without the slightest em­ 
barrassment. 
He 
announced 
that 
those who had money might as well 
divide It, as the workmen soon would 
he aile to take what they wanted. 
A monster meeting of 15,000 Social 
Democrats and workmen held at Te- 
rloki, Finland, was addressed by sev­ 
eral members of the 
“group of the 
f toil” of parliament, and every revolu­ 
tionary—utterance was frantically ap- 
plauded. 
The government appears to be wait­ 
ing for the blow to fall before raising 
its hand. 
Heavy patrols have been placed in 
the streets and the railroad stations 
are occupied by troops, but. no action 
has been taken to stop the agitation. 
Tile emperor is reported to be spend­ 
ing most of his time playing tennis at 
Peterhof. 
It is significant as indicating the 
progress of the 
revolutionary senti­ 
ment that a general strike is - xpected 
to 
be inaugurated on the 
N i c h o l a s 
railroad, between St. Petersburg and 
Moscow, which was the only line out 
of Moscow that was not affected dur­ 
ing the uprising last December.
